Location, Planting and Care 


DRIED UP TREES.—In case trees arrive a little dry from delay, as will sometimes occur, bury 
the trees, root and branch in moist soil and in two or three days the whole lot will be found 
bright and fresh, and in proper condition for setting. 

LOCATION.—tThe best is a northern exposure, and rich ground better than low ground. A 
southern exposure is the poorest. 

PREPARATION OF THE SOIL.—Prepare a rich, deep bed of mellow soil and have the land 
sufficiently drained to relieve the roots from standing waiter. 

SOIL.—A clay sub-soil is best. If you do not have a clay sub-soil, mulch heavily to keep 
ground moist and-cool. 

CUT OFF the ends of all bruised or broken roots with a sharp knife, making a clean cut. If 
it be a standard tree for the orchard, trim it up to four or five limbs, suitable to form the top, 
and cut each of the side limbs back to a bud four or five inches from the body of the tree, 
leaving the leader or central limb from eight to twelve inches long. 

HOW TO SET.—Sift some fine, rich soil among roots, two or three inches deep, tamp the 
ground firm, throw in more soil, and tamp again. Repeat until hole is nearly full—make the 
ground very firm. The last soil thrown in leave loose. Put no manure in the hole. Do not 
heap the dirt up, but leave the hole basin-shaped. 

MULCHING.—If you cannot cultivate trees often use lots of mulch.. Put on thick for three 
or four feet out from the trees, but not within three or four inches of the trees. 

CULTIVATION.—lIt is always best to cultivate often. Keep the ground loose and clean. Do 
not cultivate after July 20th. 

No grass or grain crops should be raised among a trees until they have aitained bearing 
size. 

“HEELING IN” STOCK RECEIVED IN THE FALL.—To insure success you have only to get 
the trees before freezing weather and bury them in the following manner: 

Choose a dry spot where no water will stand during the winter, with no grass near it to 
invite mice. Dig a trench, throwing out enough dirt to admit one layer of roots below the 
surface, and place the trees in it inclined at an angle of 45 degrees or more. Widen the trench, 
throwing the soil among the roots in position, place another layer in the trench, reclining the 
tops on the others and so on until all are in the trench; then water thoroughly. Finish by 
throwing up more soil until the tips of the trees are fully covered. It is also well to bank up 
the earth around the sides to insure more thorough protection. Care should be taken to fill 
solid all the interstices among the roots. Too much care in doing this cannot be insisted upon, 
as every root which is notin close contact with ihe soil is sure to be killed. In the spring the 
trees will be on hand for transplanting at the earliest moment possible to do the work. 

If the trees are received in a frozen state, place the package unopened in the cellar, away from 
the frost and heat, until thawed out, and then unpack.

To find the number of planis required for amy given sized piece of ground, multiply the length 
of the piece by the width, divide this by the product of the distance multiplied by the width 
plants are apart. Example: A piece of ground is 20 by 100 feet, has 2,000 square feet. If cur- 
rants-are planted 3 by 4 feet, each plant will occupy 12 square feet; 2,000 divided by 12 gives 
167.

STRAWBERRIES 


Strawberries will succeed in any soil that 
is adapted to ordinary farm garden crops; 
soil should be thoroughly prepared to a good 
depth, well drained and enriched. In field cul- 
ture set the rows from three to three and a half 
feet apart, 15 to 18 inches in rows; for garden 
15 inches apart each way, leaving pathway 
every third row. To produce fine large fruit, 
heap in hills, pinching runners off as soon as 
they appear. Ground should always be kept 
clean and well cultivated. In winter, a cover- 
ing of leaves, straw, or some kind of litter, 
will protect the plants. Do not cover them 
until ground is frozen, or so deep as to smother 
the plants, and remove covering before growth 
starts in spring. Mulching will keep the fruit

clean and the soil in good condition through 
the fruiting season. The blossoms of those 
marked with a (p) are destitute of stamens, 
and are termed pistillate, and unless a row 
of perfect flowering variety is planted at in- 
tervals not exceeding a rod, they will produce 
imperfect fruit, and but little of it, but when 
properly fertilized, as a rule, they are more 
prolific than those with perfect flowers. Our 
stock is pure, each kind kept by itself, culti- 
vated entirely for the production of plants;
